PALESTINE TRUCE VIOLATED 
Dr. Bunche’s Report 


[From our United Nations Correspondent 


Dr. Ralph Bunche, the Acting Palestine Mediator, on Tuesday 
reported to the Security Council that patrolling activity and reinforcement 
of pre-truce forces on either side of the frontier in the Aqaba area were 
in conflict with truce conditions which have been accepted by both sides 

Dr. Bunche said that he was convinced that any positions, other than 
at Aqaba, established in the area either by Transjordan or Israeli forces. 
had all been established since .the existing truce came into effect and 
were therefore contrary to the terms of that truce 

The dispatch of reinforcements of anv kind, including British, was 
a violation of the truce, he said at Rhodes.

Remedying an Injustice 

In moving her amendment, Lady 
Hartog said her object in doing so was to 
remedy an injustice under which several 
of their congregations had been suffering 
for more than two years. [If the 
Board accepted this amendment, it woukd 
remove all cause for a repetition of the 
ynfortunate controversy which followed 
on the application of three of their syna- 
gogues in 1946, and which ended in a 
shelving of the whole matter from then 
up to the present time.

Need for Tolerance 


The President: “You sax their 
Judaism was not Judaism, and I entirely 
dissent from that view." He thought that 
the essence of Jewish as well as of human 
life must be based on mutual tolerance 
The essence of the Board was that it 
was a meeting of al/ Jews, and they would 
not get very far by making comments on 
one another's Judaism On the other 
hand. this was a matter which was, per- 
haps, the last of all questions that could 
be settled by a majority. It was his 
duty as President to protect the rights of 
the minorities who did not agree with 
the interpretation of Judaism by the 
majority. 

There were only two ways in which to 
deal with the situation, Professor Brodet- 
sky continued. One was to exercise 
toleration. A solution must be found 
which would not cause the break-up of 
the Board, and he appealed to them, 
therefore, that this matter should not be 
voted upon but settled by means of some 
sort of discussion between the two sides 
the Orthodox and the Liberals—so as to 
arrive at a solution which would satisfy 
the conscience of both without producing 
a break-up of the community. 

Mr. L. BaksTansky (Congregation of 
Jacob) advocated a further adjournment, 
so that the legal question might be com- 
prehensively and finally settled. 

Mr. Jack Gowpperc (Federation of 
Synagogues) said that in view of the letter 
from the Chief Rabbi, he advised all the 
delegates from the Federation of Syna- 
gogues to vote against the amendment. 

The President said that, for the reasons 
he had given. he would, despite the con- 
stitution, deliberately avoid a vote. 

Mr. Barnerr JANNER, P. (Leeds, 
United), moved the adjournment of the 
debate.

BAN ON POLITICAL 
PROCESSIONS 


\From our Parliamentary Correspondent| 


Following the disturbances caused by 
rocession of the Union Movement 
in orth London on Sunday, Mr. 
Cuurer Epe, the Home Secretary, has 
given his consent to an order prohibit- 
ing all public processions of a —— 
character in the Metropolitan pole dis- 
trict for three months. 
The period of this ban is the maxi- 
mum he can prescribe. 
decision was taken after the Com- 
missioner of Police had informed the 
Home Sccretary that, as a resuk of Sun- 
day's experience, he considered that, wm 
present circumstances, his powers were 
not sufficient to enable him to prevent 
serious public disorder. 

Mr. Ede gave the Commons on Mon- 
day a detailed report of the procession 
and regretied that it was to 
impose the ban.. “ But it is intolerable,” 
he added, “ that the streets of our Metro- 
polis should be made a battic-ground for 


factions.” 
eplying to Mr. H. CrarooxsHank (Con.., 
Gainsborough), Mr. Ede said that the 


organisers of the meeting had carried out © 


to the full every instruction given to 
them by the pokce. The trouble, he 
declared, was caused by the people who 
were opposed to the holding of the 
procession. 

When Mr. H. Hywp (Lab.. Hackney 
Central) asked about the flouting of the 
law by those who wore political uniforms, 
the Home Sccretary said that four boys. 
of whom the oldest was 17, were wearing 
the same coloured blouses in the band 
accompanying the procession. As soon 
as the polhce drew the aticntion of the 
organisers to the fact that this might be 
construed as a uniform, the blouses were 
taken off. (Laughter)

Mr. Ede expressed the opinion that in 
this country people had to learn both to 
hear and see things with which they did 
not agree without fecling they had been 
unduly provoked. 

“ This country spent six years in order 
to combat fascism, but u did not spend 
six years in order to establish Com- 
munism,” he added. 

Mr. Ede said that the history of the 
past 12 months indicated that the meet- 
ings called by the Union movement were 
very sparsely attended. “If their oppon- 
ents did not turn up and make the meet- 
ings interesting to sightseers, | think they

In recognition of devoted service in 
helping the survivors of Nazi persecu- 
tion to rebuild their lives in Germany, 
Austria, Italy, Holland, Greece, North 
Alirica, and Egypt, 58 field workers were, 
at the West Central Rooms, Noc! Street, 
W.1. on Saturday night presented with 
certificates by Mr Anihony de Roths- 
child 

Akogether, 173 should have received 
them. but the remainder are scattered in 
different parts of the world, 33 of them 
in Israel. To them the certificates are 
being forwarded. 

This targcly-atiended reunion of 
workers and friends was held under the 
agis of the Jewish Committee for Relief 
Abroad—Jewish Rehef nit— whose 
Chairman, Mr. Leonard Coben, presided. 


Self-Sacrificing Devotion 

Mr. Cohen said that the field workers 
and the fund-raising workers were active 
in a commen cause, the relicf of suffer- 
ing of thei fellow-Jews. Many tributes 
had been paid recently to the workers 
of the J.C.R.A. at mectings of the Cen- 
tral British Fund and by THe J&wisn 
CHronicie. But he felt that one must 
recognise no less the seli-sacrifice and 
devotion. of those who had given their 
ume and energy to the collecting of 
funds. on which the work of those in 
the field depended. He expressed the grati- 
tude of the J.C.R.A. to the C.B.F. for 
reheving them from the burden of col- 
lecting their own fund There had not, 
he thought, ever been an occasion when 
they had made an ‘application to the 
Council of the C.B.F. and had been 


refused. He also expressed apepeeene 


of the help they had received from 


Fores , which, he said, had, dur- 
ing t last four years, amounted to 
many thousands of pounds. 

Mr. Cohen told his hearers that they 
had at present in the field in Germany, 
in Ktaly, and in Austria, 40 workers. 
These were mostly engaged cither m 
immigration work or on the rchabilita- 
tion of the communitics. As they all 
knew, immigration to Israc! was proceed- 
ing. and if all went according to plan, 
they proposed to reduce the number of 
workers to about 20 by midsummer. 


Message of Hope 


The firse Chairman of the J.C.R.A.., 
Dr. Redcliffe Salaman. said that in the 
whole history of Jewry this was the first 


“time that a concerted movement. based 


entircly on personal service, had been 
launched and carried to a successful con- 
clusion. Others could lavish, and, indeed. 
had lavished, care and affection on their 
unfortunate brethren—Hitler’s victims 
But only they could convey the message 
whah alone could inspire weary hearts 
with new hope, that a new home was 
awaiting them in Israel. 

Before presenting the certificates, Mr 
Anthony de Rothschild said that a great 
debt of gratitude was due to Dr. Red- 
chffle Salaman and Mr. Leonard Cohen 
for the work they had donc. One 
whose reports had been most valuable to 
him had been Mrs. Henriques. On behalf 
of the Central British Fund, he thanked 
the workers on the field.

The F.C. 100 Dears Ago 


The following is ayn extract from Tue 
Jewish CHuronicte of Adar 22. 5609— 
March 16, 1849. 

HAMBURG JEWS’ GENEROSITY.— 
The tate philanthropist, Solomon 
Heine, had, in memory of his deceased 
son, left about £7,000 to the founding 
of an institution which should grant 
loans of £120 to Jewish mechanics and 
young merchants, without interest. with 
the proviso that so long as the Jews of 
Hamburg should labour under civil 
disabilities, the charity should be con- 
fined to his coreligionists: With the 
lifting of this barrier, however, the 
benefits of the bequest should be ex- 
tended to Christians also. By the recent 
act of emancipation, the demands upon 
the funds have greatly increased. This 
has led Mr. Charles Heine, son of the 
deceased, generously to add £7,000 to 
the funds of the chariiable institution.

Dr. Daiches was an carly and enthusi- 
astx Zionist, and, in the days of the 
Jewsh Territorial Organisation, a vigorous 
opponent of that movement 

He published a large number of works 
on Babylonian and Talmudic subjects.

SHIPS FOR ISRAEL 
[By a Jewisn Curomicte Reporter) 


A former German magnetic mince 
sweeper, the Ophelia (now the Wensiey- 
dalc), which was towed into Hull from 
Germany in 1947, has been “go by a 
London Jewish shipping firm, chard 
U.K. Léd., to carry cargo between Con- 
unental ports and Israel.

The firm is 
associated with the Aud Navigation Com- 
pany of Israel. george declaration 
of the State of Israel, chard & Co.

to organise the chartering of European 


cargo ships. 
firm is owned by Mrs. L. Borchard 
and her son, Mr. Kurt Borchard. ; 
Mrs. Borchard, who left Germany in 
1938, had been associated with the family 
shippeng business at Hamburg for more 
than SO years. The family carly estab- 
lished a connection with Jewish Palestine, 
and, in 1933, a son, Mr. Jens Borchard, 
left for Palestine arid started the Atid 


Navigation Company. 

Mrs. Borchard joined the Hamburg 
Zionist Society in 1898, a year after it, 
formation, when the membership was 
only 20, and assisted Jewish immigration 
to Palestine. She later obtained 
the permission of the German authorities 
to train Jewish sailors in her ships so 
that they could emigrate to Palestine. 
When she came to England, she brought 
with her nine Jewish sailors. 

During the war, the Borchard and the 
Atid ships were requisitioned by the 
British Government. One of the ships 
carried ammunition to the ‘Tobruk garri- 
son, and another sailed to Dunkirk and 
saved 150 British soldiers. 

The firm still has a number of Jewish 
sailors in its ships.

TRANSJORDAN GRANT 
[By our Parliamentary Correspondent| 


Parliament is to be asked to approve 
the granting of an additional £1 000 
to Transjordan. 

The Foreign and Imperial estumates for 
the year ending March 31, 1950, pre 
sented last Friday, show that in the com- 
img year it is proposed to give financial 
assistance to Transjordan to the exient 
of £3,500,000, as compared with 
£2.500,000 in the year 1948-49. | 

it is explained that in accordance with 
Article 3 of the treaty of alliance between 
Britain and Transjordan ratified on April 
30, 1948, the British Government contri- 
butes towards the cost of the military 
units of the forces of the King of Trans- 
jordan. The strength of such units, it is 
stated, will be agreed upon annually by 
the high contracting parties. 

Arrangements have been made for the 
British representative in Transjordan to 


ensure that expenditure is for the pur- - 


pose for which issues are made. 
Palestine Liabilities 


Under the heading of Middle Eastern 
Services, £2.800,000 is asked for in respect 
of Palestine. This compares with a sum 
of £12,320,000 for 1948-49, and is a sav- 
ing of £10.020,000._ 

¢ document ints out that certain 
liabilities of the former Government of 
Palestine remained outstanding when the 
Mandate was terminated on May 14, 
1948. These liabilities must be met from 
UK. funds until such time as the final 
incidence of charge can be detefmined in 
negotiation with the appropriate succes- 


‘sor authorities. 


Provision on account of these liabili- 
ties was made in a supplementary esti- 
mate of 1948-49, and the sum now re- 
quired is to meet the balance of items 
expected to mature for payment before 
March 31. 1950 

There is no provision in the estimates 
for any grant for the relief of Palestine 
refugees. In 1948-49, Britain set aside 
£1,000,000 for this purpose. 


BRITAIN AND ISRAEL 
Financial Discussions 


[From our Diplomatic Correspondeni\ 


1 understand there is a possibility that 
the financial negotiations between Britain 
and Isracl may start next week, although 
an exact date has not yet been fixed. 

The negotiations will cover two distinct 
fields. One is that of the assets held 
by various people in Israci and the rest 
of Palestine, and these will involve claims 
and counter-claims. They are very com- 
pleated, and the discussions about them 
are likely to be long and difficult. 

The other field is that of the blocked 
sterling balances and trade betweea 
Britain and Istacl, which is expected to 
be much simpler and easier to dea) with, 
and talks on which will begin probably 
earher 

One of the matters which will have to 
be settled is that of the division of the 
sterling balances between Isragl and the 
Arabs. The banks have estimated that 
out of the £80,000.,000 held about 
£25.000,000 would be the Arabs’ share. 

On the British side, various Govern- 

mental departments wil] be brought into 
the talks. In the first place, the Trea- 
sury will have to deal with the sterlin 
balances, in which matter the Bank o 
England, which deals with exchange con- 
trol, will also have a say. 
Trade will come in when the talks are 
about general trade between the two 
countries, and the Colonial Office has a 
broad interest in the affairs of the late 
Palestine Government. 
The British delegation for the discus- 
sions will, therefore, consist of repre- 
sentatives of all four of these Govern- 
menial bodies. But the preparations 
which have gone on for a lone time have 
not. yet reached the stage of appointing 
them or of arranging who will be the 
head of the delegation... Nor is it known 
yet who the Isracli delegates will be. 
although they are not likely to include 
either Mr. Eliezer Kaplan or Mr. S. 
Hoofien.

When Israel celebrates its first anni- 
versary next May, nearly 250,000 imm- 
grants will have entered the country since 
the establishment of the State. sracl's 
population wil] have grown by nearly 40 
per cent within 12 months. 

Over 30,000 immigrants are expected 
to arrive this month—a new record. 
Twenty-five theusand have already 
arrived. The last transport 
nev. group of immigrants from Bulgaria, 
bringing the number of immigrants from 
that country this winter to 32,000. 
new arrivals said that only 4,000 Jews 
remain in Bulgaria. 

Accommodation for immigrants is 
becoming more difficult to find.

of huge camps to house tens of thousands 
of immigrants until the new building 
schemes case the housing shortage. 
Should immigration continue on the same 


scale, the accommodation probicm is 
likely to become most serious in the 
autumn. 


The Israch Ministry of Immigration is 
at present — flooded with thousands 
of applications for visas from Palestinian 
Arabs who desire to return to become 
Israeli citizens. Until the Israeli Govern- 
ment frames a policy to deal with these 
applications, very few are being granted.

HEBREW UNIVERSITY 


Dr. S. Assaf, the Rector of the 
Hebrew University, has issued the fol- 
lowing appeal to universities abroad:

Since 
then it appears that those manuscripts 
have, contrary to the laws of | this 
country, been taken out of Palestine, 
presumably with a view to their being 
offered for sale abroad. 

The Hebrew University desires to diaw 
atienuon to the foregoing facts, and 
appeals to all persons and bodies to 
whom any of the scrolls may be offered 
to refrain from purchasing them, and 
thereby to help to secure their return to 
the country to *whose cultural heritage 
they rightfully belong.

CARGO FOR ISRAEL 
Surcharge Removed 


[By a JewisH Curonicie Reporter! 


After negotiations with Dr. J. Fisch. 
Isracli Trade Commissioner in London, 
the Peninsula and Mediterrancan (om 
mittee (which includes most of ‘he 
portant British shipping lines) has finally 
decided to withdraw the marine freight 
surcharge on cargo shipped to Israel. 

At the outbreak of hostilities in Pa'e® 
tine, the Committee imposed a surcharge 
of 50 per cent on the basic rates [of all 
cargo to Isracli harbours to cover demur 
rage. It was not imposed on carge 
shipped to any other East-Mediterrancan 
harbour. 

About three months ago they ‘educed 
the surcharge to 25 per cent, and on Feb 


ruary 16 the Committee decided @ 
abolish it altogether.

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ENGLISH ZIONIS 
JUBILEE 


THE annual conference of the Zionist 
Federation of Great Britain and Ireland, 
which will be held during the coming week- 
end, occurs at a great moment of history 
Since it last assembled, over a year ago, 
tremendous events have taken place The 
State of Israel has been successfully estab- 
ished and is being accorded ever-increasing 
_jnternational recognition. No annual report 
ever presented to delegates in the past can 
have dealt with such momentous happen- 
ings Before discussing the great events of 
the present time, however, delegates will 
rightly be summoned -to look back for a 
while over preceding years. For 1949-marks 
the SOth anniversary of the Federation's 
establishment, and the proceedings will begin 
with a commemoration of this jubilee. Amid 
the stress and strain of contemporary prob- 
lems, it is very necessary for British Zionists 
to bear in mind that they are the inheritors 
of a distinguished tradition which reaches 
back to the days of Herzi 


— 


in November, 1895, Herzt paid his first 


visit to England, in order to consult Colonel 
A.sert Gotosmip and other leaders of the 
Chovev: Zion Association A direct out- 
come of that visit was an article which 
Herazt contributed to THe  Jewisn 
of January 17, 1896. This article, 
entitled “A Solution of the Jewish Ques- 
tion,” was the first draft of his “ Judenstaat, 
the epoch-making work which appeared in 
Vienna only on February 14 of that year, 
after -several publishers had refused it. The 
publication in THe Jewisn Crronicie thus 
constituted the first systematic exposition of 
the ideals of political Zionism in. any 
language It first brought’ Herzi's name 
before the English public and paved the way 
for the foundation of the Zionist Organisa- 
tion in this country On March 6, 1898, 
under the auspices of the Chovevi Zion 
Association, a conference was heid at the 
Clerkenwell Town Hall, London, to win fur- 
ther support for Herzi's programme. To this 
conference, Herzi. addressed a message 
which included the followime significant 
passage . 

“ My friends in Engiand know how much I feel 
drawn towards them, and how much | capect from 
them for the work common and dear to all of us 
From the first moment that I cntered the move- 
ment, my eyes were directed towards England, 
because I saw that, by reason of the general situa- 
tion there, it was the Archimedean point where 
the fewer could be applied. The still existing happy 
positon of the English Jews, their high standard 
of culturc, their prowd adherence to the old race, 
mide them appear to me the right men to realise 
the Z-onist idca.” 

This conference was duly followed by the 
founding in 1899 of the Federation whose 
jubilee ss now being celebrated. At its first 
annual conference, held at St. Martin's Town 
Hall, Charing Cross, London, on June 26, 
1899, Hexzi was among the speakers. Such 
were the beginnings of the British section 
of the World Zionist Organisation, and its 
‘subsequent contribution to the triumphant 
realisation of the cause has been of the pro- 
foundest importance. Readers of President 
WEIZMANN'S autobiography, “Trial and 
Error” (which ts published to-day by 
Hamish Hamilton and is now being serialised 
in this paper), are able to obtain invaluable 
information regarding the historic part 
played by Anglo-Jewry in the development of 
Zionism. ht was largely because of his belief 
that Britain would understand and champion 
the Zionist movement, that CuHam Weiz- 
MANN determined to settle in this country in 
1904 The consequences of his settlement 
here were fateful in the extreme and fraught 
with destiny for the practical achievement of 
Zionist hopes. Becoming a British Jew, he 
was through long years the foremost 
protagonist of the Zionist cause. To-day, 
as President of the new State of Israel, he 
remains convinced that co-operation between 


‘Britain and Israel should be a guiding prin- 


ciple of wise statesmanship. 

In his article on “ British Jewry’s Contri- 
bution to Israel! “ on the opposite page, Mr. 
Evias M. Epstein has much to relate about 

sitive and creative activities which are too 
ittle known im the Zionist world itself and 
even in Israel. If they had been, there 
would not have occurred the necessity for 
Mr. Epstein to feel compelied to make cer- 


tain reservations. Thus, he writes: “ In the 
story of Jewish-British relations in Palestine 
the service of the Anglo-Jewish official has 
still to be evaluated He was always in a 
delicate position, subject to suspicion by 
both the British and the Jews in Palestine 
In the Zionist institutions in Israel, curiously 
enough, there have never been many British 
officials” Added to the present political 
situation, this reveals a state of mind which 
cannot but cause grave concern to British 
Zionists. How to dispel this fog of mutual 
suspicion and mistrust, which is still inclined 
to linger, will no doubt be a foremost sub- 
ject for earnest debate by the conference 
British Zionists, as indeed al] Zionists out- 
side Israel, are still too close to events to 
have been able to readjust their thoughts 
sufficiently to the extraordinarily sudden 
change in the Jewish scene, and there is a 
tendency evident in many of the speeches 
and acts of Zionist officers and officials to 
think in what might be called “ pre-Israel ” 
terms: The strongly political basis of 
Zionist organisation in other places than 
Israel has obviously gone for good with the 
successful establishment of the new State, 
and this has not only been accepted by the 
Actions Committee but has also been pub- 
licly acknowledged by some of the Zionist 
leaders in America and Britain. It means, 
however, that there must be a reorienta- 
tion in the activities of such bodies as the 
Zionist Federation, and if this jubilee con- 
ference approaches its work in a practical 


and clear-sighted way it will find the right 


paths along which to continue the lofty pur- 
poses of its illustrious founders 


POSTPONEMENT 

THE postponement of the Rhodes talks is 
a serious matter. Just how serious it is May 
not become apparent until the Security 
Council has had time to consider the Aqaba 
situation, but it is already clear: that the 
two are closely connected. In certain cir- 
cumstances the upshot might be another 
round of fighting, but even if this calamity 
is avoided, a spanner will have been thrown 
into the armistice works. It is no good the 
Foreign Office denying that one of the prime 
motives behind the dispatch of reinforce- 
ments to Aqaba was hostility to Israel. Every 
message from Amman, as well as the report 
in this issue by Mr. Jon KimcHe, makes it 
plain that the British political and military 
authorities there are pressing for some action 
to strengthen Transjordan’s bargaining posi- 
tion. If the request reputedly made by the 
probably inspired by 
Giupsp PasHa—for British troops to relieve 
the Arab Legion in the south is acceded to, 
it will be an open defiance of the truce, 
especially after Dr. BuNcHe's strictures this 
week. Even as it is, the renewed British 
pressure on Transjordan to take an uncom- 
promising stand has already endangered the 
success of the Rhodes talks. .- 


It is difficult to interpret the Government's 
action except as a belated attempt to regain 
the strategic position which it had previ- 
ously abandoned. The Diplomatic Cor- 
respondent of Tue Times put the matter 
with commendable clarity on Tuesday, in 
arguing that Transjordan ts too weak to 
prevent the Israeli Army from reducing the 
Arab salient now jutting out towards Haifa 
from the Tulkarm-Jenin-Nablus

This prospect seems to have disturbed the 
Foreign Office sufficiently to make it forget 
that Britain has no locus standi in the mat- 
ter. There ts nothing in the Anglo-Trans- 
jordan treaty which entitles the Foreign 
Office to impose its own solution of the 
Palestine problem. It is, however, becom- 
ing more and more obvious that that is 
precisely what Mr. Bevin’s advisers have in 
mind. Their viewpoint is faithfully reflected 
in the words of the Times correspondent 
already referred to: “A stage is being 
reached .. . at which diplomatic and mili- 
tary support from outside seems to be 
required by Transjordan if the Jews are not 
to be in a position to go anywhere they 
please in Palestine.” (Our italics.} Mark the 
words “in Palestine.” The pretence that Israel 
threatens Transjordan has been dropped. It 
was never anything but a threadbare excuse, 
and now that the troops are in Aqaba it 
is evidently no longer néeded. There is a 
danger that the next stage may be one of 
open military intervention in the conflict. 
Fortunately, the issue is still in the balance. 
The Cabinet has it in its power to restrain 


triangle,

the Foreign Secretary and his advisers, what- 
ever the pressure from military agents on 
the spot. 


This is the last stage of the long-drawn- 
out struggle in and around Palestine. It is 
significant and disappointing that Anglo- 
Israeli relations have once more worsened 
now that Israel is in sight of the accomplish- 
ment of its objectives. In many respects, how- 
ever, the situation is less dangerous than it 
was in January, when Mr. Bevin appeared 
to be doing his best to push Israel behind the 
Iron Curtain. Since then, the United States 
Government has made its stand clear, and 
London no longer pretends that Israel is a 
Soviet satellite. The present difficulties over 
emigration from Eastern Europe are prob- 
ably the harbingers of events which will 
prove unmistakably how the new State is 
regarded on the other side of the Iron Cur- 
tain. In this sense, the conflict between Israel 
and Transjordan is almost an Anglo- 
American family quarrel. It would be well if 


the British public realised this. For if the 
Foreign Office presses ahead with its 
present. tactics, it may well force the 


State Department to give more publicity 
to Dr. BuNcHe’s known views on. the 
legality of recent British actions. Mr. Bevin 
is fond of pretending that in making 
things difficult for Israel he is acting to 
prevent the extension of Soviet influence. 
The truth is that he is impairing British rela- 
tions with America and Britain's standing in 
the United Nations. 


THE FASCIST MARCH 


For the next three months, by fiat of the 
Home Secretary, the fascists are forbidden to 
march in demonstrations through the streets 
of London. The ban, as in all such Orders. 
applies to all political marches, so that in effect 
the whole people are once again called on to 
forgo a hard-won right because of the mis- 
chievous behaviour of a minority whose chief 
occupation seems to be ag@spreading of race- 
hatred. The cause of the Yeimposition of the 
Home Secretary's ban (which he had lifted only 
a few weeks ago after many months) was the 


street fighting which last Sunday developed 
from the announced intention of the Union 
Movement to march through the Jewish 


area of North London. It. was clear, before- 
hand, that there would be trouble if the march 
took place, and, accordingly, the Mayors of the 
three boroughs affected, Hackney, Stoke New- 
ington, and Tottenham, and their Town Clerks 
asked Mr. Cuuter Epe to intervene and forbid 
the march. This the Home Secretary refused to 
do, and so once more the paradox arose of the 
paraphernalia of the law, im the shape of 


' hundreds of hard-worked police, being employed 


to protect those who, if they ever obtained 
power, would immediately deprive everyone 
else of the law's protection. The popular Press, 
facilely overlooking the deeper implications, 
described Sunday's events as a battle between 
the Communists and the fascists. If it were true 
that the Communists aione were ihe fighters 
against fascism and intolerance, then Britain, 
indeed, would have abdicated her age-old title 
of honour as the home of freedom, and we 
would need to ring down the curtain on 
Parliamentary democracy. Nevertheless. the 
disturbances which took place as a result of the 
violent attacks of the fascists’ opponents can- 
not be condoned. However angry one may feel 
at the behaviour and speeches of the Union 
Movement, it cannot be pretended that violence 
is in itself the mght way to combat the fascists. 
Such tactics tend only to strengthen their move- 
ment, which thrives on opposition. There is 
much force in the argument of Mr. Joun 
McGovern, the Labour M.P. for the Shettleston 
Division of Glasgow, and as staunch an upholder 
of the people's liberty as is to be found. who 
asked the Home Secretary on Monday whether 
it is not the case that there is a very small body 
of opinion in this country in favour of Sir 
OswaLD Mos ey, and if those who are opposed 
to him would allow him to demonstrate it would 
be found that he had little or no support here 
and that the only support he gets is because of 
the opposition. and the methods they adopt 
towards him_ There is everything to be said in 
favour of combating anti-Semitism, but nothing 
for doing so in such a clumsy fashion as to 
create more anti-Semitism. Time and again we 
have urged a more responsible and scientific 
approach to this problem, and it is regrettable 
that the Board of Deputies, although they were 


‘possibly justified in pointing out that it is not 


simply Communists who are opposed to fascism, 
have not given the community a complete lead 
in this respect.

JEWS’ COLLEGE 


IN the course of nearly a century of exist 
Jews’ College has established 
scholarship and public service which have em 
hanced the reputation of Anglo-Jewry both af 
home and abroad. But it cannot afford, ama 
the tremendous changes that are now trane 
forming every aspect of life and society, merely 
to rest on past achievements or just to continue 
along stereotyped lines. Recently, it has shown, 
under the guidance of its Principal, Rabm Dr. 
Isipore EPpsTein, that it.can rise to the new 
demands—and opportunities—presented by 
post-war conditions. The successful University 
Extension lectures for laymen and the course 
for the Rabbinical Diploma are notable 
examples of the way in which continuing 
progress has been made. Further evidence of 
this determination to develop the work of the 
College appears in the report, which is printed 
on page 13, of this week's Council mecting 
Approval was given in principle to the proposal 
to establish a Jews’ College and London Board 
of Jewish Religious Education Faculty for 
Teachers’ Training. When suggestions were 
originally put forward for the better training of 
teachers of Hebrew and religion, we strongly 
urged the desirability of bringing Jews’ College 
into any scheme. It is generally agreed among 
educational authorities and experts that those 
training for the teaching profession need to 
come under the influence of higher institutes of 
learning, which should, wherever possible, 
tain close contacts with the Universities. In the 
case of Jewish teachers, the institute of the 
appropriate academic character is obywusly 
Jews’ College. Co-operation between the Cok 
lege and the London Board therefore indicates 
the right approach. Another forward-looking 
step was also taken by the Council in the 
appointment of a Tutor in Classics and English 
Literature. It is most important: that the 
curriculum of Ministerial and Rabbinical 
students—undergraduates and graduates alike— 
should not be confined entirely within theo 
logical limits, but should include a wide back- 
ground of general culture. 


C.B.F. STILL NEEDED 


AN idea seems to have got abroad that the 
work of the Central British Fund has largely 
become unnecessary. Anyone who has enter 
tained such a misconception would be wel 
advised to study the report, printed on page 
1 and 15, of this week's meeting of the Standing 
Conference of the Fund. The speakers at that 
gathering made it abundantly clear that the 
C.B.F. has duties and responsibilities which tt 
is honourably bound to continue in this 
country, commitments have been undertaken 
for the care of aged refugees, of children, and 
of young people requiring medical attention, 
and it is unthinkable that these commitments 
should be abandoned. The facts given by the 
field workers of the Jewish Relief Unit show 
how urgently help is still needed for the sufferers 
in Europe. Moreover, as was rightly point 
out, the distress of the Jews of North Afnca 
and Aden must be alleviated. Once the true 
position is rightly grasped, the very thought 
curtailing relief to any of these victims of per 
secution cannot but be abhorrent. For ag 
years. Anglo-Jewry has provided the funds ; 
carrying on this splendid work of human suc 
cour in accordance with its bounden ey 
duty. Now that the continuing need has 0 
made so manifest, its generosity will not ¢¢ 
to be exerted on behalf of the Fund. The “liek

The copious quotations with which the 
author illuminates every section allow 
the reader to judge for himself how 
deepiy the Jewish question penetrates 
into the heart of the Christian position, 
and how dangerous is an§ superficial 
view of the possibilities of reconciliation 
based on the undoubied fact that on 
many profound issues religious Jew and 
reliqous Christian speak with the same 
voce At the same time, the author 
clearly shows the constant political and 
social implications in the views which 
have been held, and are still held, by 
different sections of the Church. The 
ant:-Semiulic implications, and the 
daneers for democracy and toleration 
implicit in what at first sight are purel 
theological attitudes, are carefully nated, 
whether he is considering the views of 
the Roman hierarchy or those of the 
Protesiant International Missionary 
Counci! and the conventional views of 
the various Missions to the Jews. The 
attitudes of Contimental Churches to 
Nazism. and their behaviour under Nazi 
domimon, receive the special treatment 
they deserve. 


Vast Field of Study 


Dr. Eckhardt has provided ai vast 
quarry of material on the whole religious 
field. and this is enough to give the book 
a permanent value. When it comes to 
his own views on the subject, it is im- 
possible to feel that he has himself 
reached a stable and tenable position. 
His theology is profoundly influenced by

PRESIDENT WEIZMANN’S AUTOBIOGRAPHY 
XI—The Zionist Commission of 1918 


ARLY in 1918, His Majesty's 

Government decided to send a 

Zionist commission to Palestine 
to survey the situation and to prepare 
lans in the spirit of the Balfour 

laration. The commission was to 
be representative of the Jews of all the 
principal Allied countries: but as 
America was not at war with Turkey, 
she did not feel able to appoint 
representatives, and the Russian mem- 
bers, though duly appointed, were 
unable for “political reasons” to 
leave in time to join us. There came 
to jomn us, then, the Italians and the 
French 

The Italian Government sent us Com. 
mendatore Levi Bianchini, who proved to 
be a most devoted worker, collaborating 
closely with every aspect of our work in 
Palestine; but one soon got the impres- 
sion that his devotion had an Italian 
rather than a Palestinian bias. The French 
sent us Professor Sylvain Levi. an avowed 
anti-Zionist ! The representatives of 
English Jewry on the commission were. 
hesides myself, Mr Joseph ( owen, Dr. 
David Eder, Mr. Leon Simon. and Mr 
I. M. Steff (Secretary). 

King George ¥ 

Our departure was set for Monday. 
March 8, 1918. A few days before that 
date, Sir Mark Sykes. who was respon- 
sible for collecting and organising us. and 
making our travelling arrangements—no 
easy task in wartime—suddenly had the 
idea that it would be useful for the 
prestige of the commission if I, as its 
Chairman, were to be received by His 
Majesty the King before we lef! 

And so | was presented to His Majesty 
King George V. . Knowing me to be of 
Russian. birth, he spoke at some 
length on the Russian Revolution—then 
front-page news-——saying at one point: “| 
always warned Nicky about the risks he 
ran in maintaining that régime: but he 
would not listen.” He then returned to 
the purpose of the audience and wished 
us success In Our endcavours 

The same evening we set oul on out 
journey. Our land itinerary was Parts- 
Rome-Taranto. In Taranto we were to 
take ship through the submarine-infested 
waters of the Mediterranean to Alcxan- 
dria, and there we spent seven days 
waiting for an escort Towards the end 
of my stay, when I was getting desperate 
with boredom. I discovered that my old 
friend Leonard Stein was also among 
the marooned at Taranto. | had not seen 


him since the outbreak of the war, and I 
had much to tell him. We went together 
to Taranto’s one small hotel and took a 
room. It was a steaming hot day. He 
lay on one bed, I on the other. And for 
hours I talked, recounting the story of 
the last four years and the negotiations 
leading up to the Balfour Declaration. 
all of which he heard for the first time 

Finally we set out on our nine-day 
nmezag for Alexandria. The commission 
reached Alexandria just before the Feast 
of Passover, and spent about three weeks 
there. From the confusion of Egypt, the 
commission dnfted piecemeal into Pales- 
tine 

Withn a week we found ourselves 
settled in Tel Aviv in the house of David 
Levoatin. who was then absent from the 
country. Tel Aviv at this time was a little 
seaside town consisting of perhaps a 
hundred houses and a few hundred in- 
habitants. It was quiet, almost desolate. 
among iis sand dunes, but not wnattrac- 
tive, though tt had been cut off from the 
outside world for nearly four years. and 
had suffered under both the German and 
Turkish occupations. 

G.H.Q. was in Ramich—or rather in 
Bir Salem—in a building formerly a small 
German hospice, standing on a bill sur- 
rounded by orange groves, and visible 
from our present home in Rehovot. On 
my arrival, | found myself at once in the 
war atmosphere, an abrupt and startling 
change from Cairo. At breakfast the first 
morning | was wedged in between 
General Allenby and General Bols, who 
talked war across me—casualties. attacks. 
retreats—-and | could not but sense a cer- 
tain strain in the atmosphere. In fact, I 
felt we could hardly have descended on 
G H.Q. at a more mopportunec moment 


Officers’ Ignorance 


This was only the beginning of our 
difficulties | soon drcovered that the 
Balfour Declaration. which had made 
such a stir in the outside world, had never 
reached many of Allenby's officers, even 
those of high rank 

On mecting Allenby, | had, of course

BRITISH JEWRY’S CONTRIBUTION TO ISRAEL

JERUSALEM 

F I were privileged to take part in 

the Jubilee Conference of the 

Zionist Organisation of Great 
Britain. | would move the following 
resolution 

“ That this Conference authorise the 

Executive to take steps towards the 

publication of a history ol Anglo- 

Jewry’s contribution to the building up 

of Eretz Yisrael and its establishment 

as the Jewish State.” 

The record of British Jews in the 
Zionist Movement is not unworthy of 
preservauion Not only should it be 
known. to historians—and history ts one 
of the ingredients of man’s culture-—tt 
should also be known to our fellow-Jews 
in other countries, who have not always 
appraised British Zionism adequately, and 
it should be transmitted to our youth, so 
that they might know that the trail was 
blazed by pioneers in whose steps it is 
worth while following. While memories 
are still retained, and documents still cap- 
able of being gathered, this task should 
he undertaken as a duty to ourselves and 
an inspiration to others 

The earliest Anglo-Jewish contact on a 
quasi-official plane with modern Palestine 
might be said to be the participation, in 
1903. in the Commission o! Inquiry into 
the El Arish project of Leopold Kessler 
and Colonel Goldsmid, who was then an 
active leader of the English Chovevi Zion. 

Mr. Herbert Bentwich, however, led a 

iigrimage to Palestine in which Israel 
Conawill took part in 1897 


The London Ahuza 


The Ahuza Movement, whereby Zion- 
ists of moderate means were to be 
enabled to settle on land of their own, 
had a branch in England, and before the 
First World War some of its members 
went to Palestine, one, I believe, dying 
en route. At Karkur, the land of the 
London Ahuza is still worked by some of 
the families of the first proncers. The late 
Isaac. Harris, of the Hotel Central, in 
London, who came here when no longer 
young, invested years of toil and energy 
in endeavouring to make this contribution 
of Anglo-Jewry a success. There were 
many shareholders, but few pioneers. 
One of the earliest, Mr. Badash, and his 
relatives, Mr. Foner and Mr. Shepherd, 
now live in Karkur, set in a scene vastly 
different from that first envisaged by their 


accabean Land Company, 


founded by the Order of Ancient Mac- 
cabeans. made an attempt to cstablish a 
settlement of young people from England 
at Gezer. an estate which tt bought also 
on Ahuza principles. Unfortunately, the 
move was apparently premature and did 
not get the full support « merited, and 
although for a time some English youths 
ved in the Arab “ castle “ on the land 
working with the Arab villagers, the pro- 
ject did not survive. (The land was sub- 
sequently donated to the Jewish National 
Fund and is now part of the domain of a 
group known as Hadas, graduates of the 
Agricultural School of Mew Shefa.) 

Years later, the Chalutz and Hachshara 
ideas reached England, and the Habonim 
movement introduced systematic traming 
for agricultural settlement in Eretz 
Yisrael. This led to the setthng of the 
group of English youth in Galilee at Kfar 
Blum. (it is rather womec that the first 
settlement containing organised Chalutzm 
from Britain should be named alter a 
French Jew.) Lately. they have branched 
out and established a new post at Man- 
Suri 


In the Settlements 


These are the only examples of organ- 
ised agricultural settlement by British 
Jews in Palestine, but there are many 
more young men and women from 
England in the settlements of Hashomer 
Hatzair and Hever Hakvutzot. There are 
also to be found agrculturists from 
England in some of the privately-owned 
villages Orchard land has been pur- 
chased by Jews in England since the 
citrus industry was revived after the First 
World War. and some of the owners have 
settled in the country (The late Mr. 
Carson, of Glasgow, was one of the 
earlier arrivals, and his house m Rishon 
is now a Mizrachi school.) The late J. H. 
Elkes. who established a farm in Rehovot 
and influenced many others to buy land, 
should also be mentioned. The hsting of 
other individuals would entail some re- 
search well repaying the effort. 

The oldest member of the Angio- 
Jewish “Colony” was for many years 
the late Miss Annie Landau, Principal 
of the Evelina de Rothsctnid School, who 
settied here in Turkish times. Although 
she never called herself a Zionist, her 
name and work cannot be omitted from 
the contributors to modern Israel. 

It was natural that Anglo-Jewry should 
make a contribution in Palestine in the 
administrative sphere. in the Cavil 
Government of Palestine, established by 


the High Commrssioner (then Sir) Her.

Department of Commerce and Industry, 
mm which Mr. Alex Epstein, of Liverpool, 
was an officer (subsequenily Assistant 
District Commmasioner at Tel Aviv), Mr.

Secretary, and Mr, V. I. Levy, Assistant 
Treasurer, lost their lives in the King 
David Hotel outrage. The late Mr. 
Aubrey Silver was a well-known officer 
of the British Police Force 

In the story of Jewish-British relations 
in Palestine the service of the Anglo- 
Jewish official- has still to. be evaluated. 
He was always in a delicate posiiion. 
subject to suspicion by both the British 
and the Jews in Palestine. 


Few in Zionist Institutions 


In the Zionist institutions in Israel, 
currously enough, there have never been 
many British officials. As far back as 
1918, six people were appointed by a 
London Commitice to join the staff of 
the Zionist Commission in Palestme— 
namely, Mr. A. J. Levinthal, who 
relurned to Dublin: Mr. S. D. Sorsky 
(Liverpool), who was with the Palestine 
Electric Company until his death some 
years ago m Haifa; Mr. Max Nurock 
(Dublin: and his wife, Bertha Roskin, 
who left Isracl on the former's transfer 
to Uganda; and two who still reside in 
Isract—Alex Epstein and myself (1 jomed 
the Jewish National Fund beadquariers 
in 1922). 

The tate Brigadier F. H. Kisch was for 
some years Chairman of the Zionist 
Executive and Head of is Political 
Department, and later settled on Mount 
Carmel as a civil engineer. In the Second 
World War,..as m well known, be was 
killed on active service. Mr. Harry 
Sacher was also a member for one term 


of the Jerusalem Executive of the Ziomet 
Organisation 

More recently, under the stimulus of 
that excellent organisation Patwa, 4 num- 
ber of capable young people filied varnous 
positions m thc Jewish Agency and other 
bodies, and they have considerably 
added to the number of Anglo-Jews m 
official life in Ieract.

In the legal world, Mr. BE. D.

Manchester Union's Efforts for Unity 


{From our Correspondent—MANCHESTER] 


A resolution that “The Union of 
Manchester Jewish Ex-Service Men and 
Women views with concern the disunity 
which exists within the Jewish Com- 
munity on the problemi of defence in 
face of the increasing dangers presented 
by the development of fascism and the 
spread of anti-Semitism in this country,” 
was passed at a mecting of the Union.

CENTRAL COUNCIL'S 
LACK OF FUNDS 


Financial Proposals 
[By a Jewisn Curonicie Reporter) 


A memorandum, setting out plans for 
roorgamsation of the Central Council 
of Jewish Religious Education in the 
United Kingdom and Eire, was submitted 
to, and approved by, a meeting of the 
Council on Sunday at Woburn House. 
Mr. Samuel Davies, Acting Chairman 
of the Council, who presided. said that 
immediately afier the last meeting in 
October, the Chairman of the Cemral 
Council, Dr. B. Homa, had sent in his 
resignation, and the whole burden of the 
Central Council had been thrust on him. 
The Council had been plunged into very 
many difficultics, not least of which were 
the financial ones. Their funds came 
from two sources: from the Essential 
Services Appeal and from the Talmud 
Torah Trust, through a fund which had 
been created by r. Isaac Wolfson to 
pay off the WHebrew-for-All courses. 
These funds had been denied to them 
a short while ago. 


Achievements of the Council 


The Council had a record of which it 
need not be ashamed. It had produced 
a large number of textbooks. It had also 
held summer schools and instituted exami- 
nations in various centres m the com- 
munity, and of recent months Dr. E. 
Kurzweil, their inspector, had been busy 
visting half a dozen Provincial centres 
to ¢xaming the classes and to advise on 
study 

The Central Council had done a great 
deal of useful work and they were now 
trying to get their financial position 
settled. Originally it had been agreed that 
the moneys which would be available to 
the Central Council would be 50 per 
cent from the London Board, and 50 

r cent from Provincial communities. 

ut the Provinces had not donc their 
duty; neither had London. 

Immediately the financial position of 
the Central Counci! became known to the 
Chief Rabbi, he had tried, at a conference 
between the London Board and Central 
Council last December, to induce the 
people in control of the two funds to 
release the moneys for the purpose of 
continuing: the work of the Central 
Council. Neither this nor two further 
conferences had been successful. Then, 
through the good offices of Sir Robert 
Waley Cohen it had been agreed to reldase 
the moneys to pay off at least their old 
debts. 

The Chairman also mentioned that they 
were going to take in hand the question of 
getting the Provincial communitics to 
subscribe to the Central Council, 

Mr. J. Mendel thought the scheme 
not meet with the success it 
deserved unless they imposed a communal 
tax in the Provinces as was done in 
London 


Treasurer's Memorandum 


Mr. A. Krausz, Treasurer, moved the 
adoption of a memorandum, which stated, 
im part: 

Ihe estimated minimum annual budect 
it is ‘unrealistic to expect from the 
Provinces. by direct contribetions, an annual 
sum of £5,000. ‘It is, therefore. proposed to 
procure the requited finance by direct comribu-

The Finance Committee, said the 
Chairman, had recommended that if these 
proposals were approved in principle 
they should be subject to the College 
being able to secure the wherewnhal to 
meet this additional financial burden.

This letter is,.in itself, not of 
any importance as | am not a very great 
or famous writer; but for many years I 
have. written on historical, theological, 
and political subjects in book form and 
in periodicals, and often have touched 
on “the Jewish problems.” 

l was opposed to Zionism fer this 
reason: the Arabs and other son-Jews 
had been the great majority of the popu- 
lation of Palestine during many centuries 
past. and it seemed to me flagrantly 
unjust to force Jewish (or, for the matter 
of that, any other) immigration on then 
against their will 

As to the Balfour Declaration of 1917. 
to me ut appeared both unjust (for the 
foregoing reason) and manifestly illogical 
because it promused irreconcilable things 
to cach side. So, untal very recently, | 
was against Jews on the Palestine qucs- 
never for anti-Semitic 
reasons (On the contrary, as a former 
member of the Catholic Guild of Israel 
| felt great sympathy with Jews—but on 
the Palestine question logic and justice 
scemed against them 

This position has now become. it seems 
fo me, untenable. In the first place, the 
clamant demands of Jews for a home in 
the Holy Land in place of homes torn 
irom them by the Nazi oppressors in 
Lurope, are mpossible to be ignored 
Secondly. it seems clear (one cannot but 
reverently think) that Providence has 


made a Jewish Palestinian State inevit- 
able.

Sixn.—The statement of Mr. Itzhak 
Werfel, head of the Immigration Depart- 
ment of the Jewish Agency, reported in 
Tee Jewrse of h il, 
that there are 750,000 Jews in Rumania 
is rather surprising. 

Writing as one who left Rumania 1% 
months ago, I can give authentic informa- 
tion about the Jews there. 

As stated in “ Les Résidences Des Juifs 
De Roumanic Memento Statistique,” 

blished by the World Jewish Congress 

nian Section in 1947, Volume Il, 
page 11, there were at the beginning of 
that year 428.312 Jews in the actual terri- 
tory of Rumania. The same results were 
ascertained by a census taken by the 
Jewish Communities in Rumania at the 
request of the Rumanian authorities 
immediatcly after the war. 

Taking ito consideration that since 
that date a large number of Jews left the 
country .with the purpose of settling in 
Israel, this number has decreased con- 
siderably, and, therefore, the statement 
made by Mr. Werfel is totally incorrect.

L.C.C. Plan for Further Education 


The L.C.C.., as is well known, provides 
varied and cxtcauve faciliues for additional 
educeiios. .In order to make its Further 
Educationa! Scheme as comprehensive as 
possible, the L.C.C. Education Commit- 
tee has considered proposals which will 
involve «a capital expenduure of 
£29,000,000 ww cover the provision of 4 
county colleges, new technical, commer- 
cial and art colleges, and improvements 
in evening institute facilities. 

changes forecast im vocational 
education and training are of consider- 
able importance to students o. all ages. 
Arrangements will be made for the re- 
distribution of courses in the major tech- 
colleges, for better accommodation 
for the advanced courses, and for 
research facilities to be developed. 

The following particulars of specialised 
training courses are of specia! interest : 

(i) ¢ Central School of Arts and 
Crafts. after reconstruction and exten- 
sion, to become the peak institution for 
art instruction; anid a new college to be 
provided in the Hampstead areca 

(2) The School of Building at Bris- 
ton to be rebuilt at a site More acces- 
sible for all parts of London. it will 
be the peak institution for the building 
industry. the needs of which will also 
be served by five other colleges. 

(3) The reconstruction and cniarge- 
ment of the Barrett Street Technical Col- 
lege will provide courses in all branches 

wholesale and retail dress-making and 
tailoring, embroidery, millinery. shirt, 
collar, and tie-making, and dress acces- 
sories ; also included are hairdressing and 
beauty culture courses. 

(4) Courses for all branchés of engin- 
ecering will be available in cigh central 
and seven local colleges. 

(S) Commercial education from the 
hi t branches of administration to 

%¢ level will be provided in six central 
colleges and in six local institutions.

ISRAELI-LEBANESE 
ARMISTICE 


Agreement Signed

Tet Aviv 

israci and the Lebaton on Wednesday 
signed an at the 
frontier of Ras Ennaqgura, fixing 
their international border as the armrstice 
line. Forces in the area on each side of 
the line will be limited to 1,500 men with 
* defensive equipment. 

The agreement, which involves the with- 
drawal - Israeli troops from some 14 
Lebanese villages captured in the fighting, 
comes into force immediately. 

Prisoners of war—seven Israclis and 38 
Lebanese —will be exchanged immediately. 

The agreement contains stipulations that 
it is Mot to prejudice any final political 
settiement. A mixed Armisticen Commis- 
sion, similar to that now supervising the 
Israch-Egypuan armrstice, will be set up. 
consisting of two members from each 
side, with a United Nations chairman. 
The Commission's headquarters will be 
at Ras Ennagura 


The cight-article agreemem outlaws 
‘warlike and aggressive” acuons by 
either side. 

Syrians to Remain

Isracl ww ready to conclude 
national athances only within the frame- 
work of the United Nations and provided 
that they are not directed against any 
U.N. Member, declared Mr. Moshe 
Sharett (Shertok), Israel Foreign Munas- 
rer, upon his arrival here from Paris last 
week-end. His siatement was made: in 
reply to journalists who asked whether 
Israel would jorn the proposed Medhier- 
ranean Pact 

Discussing the quesion of the Arab 
refugees (estimated in Tel Aviv at fewer 
than 500.000), Mr. Sharett said that their 
repatriation would be difficult. Rescetile- 
ment im the Arab countries, he suggested, 
would be the bést solution. Israel, he 
added, was willing to contribute to the 
payment of compensation to the refugces 
for their land in Isr@él. 


ISRAELI ENVOY VISITS

In the first place it seems that the 
Government is not satisfied that there 
was such a request emanating entirely 
from the Transjordan  (sovernment. 
Further ingeiry into the circumstances 
surrounding the request seemed to prove 
to the Government's satisfaction that 
even tf the vowe that made the request 
on March 10 was that of Transjordan. 
the inspiration behind it was that of cither 
the Foreign Office or Middle East Head- 
quarters—or both. The British Govern- 
ment decided against permitting further 
el. gate patrolling by British troops at 
Agahba 

here appees now to be emerging two 
definite ools on the future of Anglo- 
Transjordan-Israch relations. The first. 
represented by King Abdullah and Sir 
Alec Kirkbride, seems primarily con- 
cerned with a local settlement between 
Israe! and Transjordan, with a minimum 
of outside intervention cither by the 
British or the other Arab States. The 
second school, represented by Major- 
General Glubb Pasha. Middle East Head 
quarters. and the Foreign Office. sees a 
golden opportunity in the present situa- 
tion to win back some lost ground for 
British direct influence 


New Trump Card 


Ihe Foreign Office has produced another 
trump card for King Abdullah: the 
question now ts whether the King is will- 
ing to play ut on his own accougt. 

it is argued by the. Foreign Office 
experts that Transjordan’s most critical 
moment has come. The Foreign Office 
says the Iraq are withdrawing their un- 

aid troops from the Arab triangle in 

alestine. This will reduce the armed 
strength on this 80-mile front line, along 
which there is considerable tension, by 
some 20,000 troops. For their replace- 
ment the Arab Legion can produce no 
more than 2.000.3,000 men at the most 

This in the Foreign Office's view is an 
invitation to the Israelis to clear the Haifa 
salient of the triangle, or. if they are 
restramed. at least to make the most of 
Abdullah's setf-evidently weak bargaining 
position. The only possible answer is to 
reheve Abdullah of all concern about
